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A most ridiculous law has been passed by the legislature 
of New Hampshire and approved by the Governor. It pro- 
vides that any person or persons who may feel aggrieved by 
the rates of insurance charged may complain to the Insurance 
Commissioner, and if it appears to him that the rates are ex- 
cessive, he shall fix a reasonable rate which shall be binding 
upon all companies doing business in the State. A company 
refusing to insure any property at the rate so fixed shall be 
fined $200 for each offense. The law is undoubtedly uncon- 
stitutional, but until the courts declare it to be so, it is likely 
to cause annoyance to the companies. It is so indefinite as to 
be ridiculous. For instance, if Brown thinks the rates that 
Jones is paying are too high, Brown may enter his complaint 
and have Jones’ rate changed, although he may be entirely 
satisfied with it. As to the penalty feature, the companies can 
easily evade that. If they do not care to take a risk at the rate 
fixed by the Commissioner, they can accept it, issue a policy 
for $5 and immediately cancel it, thus complying with the 
law, yet escaping responsibility under it. This is the kind of 
legislation that tends to complicate honest business methods 
and to load down the statute books with unenforceable laws. 





Our correspondent at Omaha calls attention to a very 
objectionable bill pending in the legislature of Nebraska, 
which promises to pass and become a law. Among other 
things it provides for annual examinations of life insurance 
companies, and requires them to file with their annual reports 
lists of their policyholders in the State, giving names, ad- 
dresses, amounts and forms of policies issued. This is going 
into the private affairs of a company to an extent that no 
other State has by law attempted to do. The Governor, it 
is reported, has expressed his willingness to sign the bill 
when passed, but what can be gained by having this informa- 
tion on file is not made apparent. Publicity given to such 
lists would be as offensive to policyholders as to the com- 
panies, and a betrayal of confidence regarding private mat- 
ters that insurance companies have held sacred heretofore. 
A cattle-dealing legislator introduced a bill requiring life 
companies to insure live stock on substantially the same plans 
as they do human beings. A Texas steer rampaging over 
the prairies with a twenty-payment endowment policy 
strapped to his horns would be an entertaining sight. The 
name and location of the steer would, of course, have to be 
included in the list of policyholders furnished to the insurance 
department, which might assist the owners of lost or strayed 
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cattle in recovering their wandering property. This bill, 
however, is not likely to become a law. Possibly a protest 
against the other, addressed to the Governor, might cause 
him to withhold his signature to it. 





SINCE the organization of the New York Fire Insurance 
Exchange there have been several conferences between its 
representatives and a committee of brokers, for the purpose 
of considering the relations that are to exist in future between 
the brokers and the companies. Some difficulty had been 
apprehended as to the adjustment of the new rules of the Ex- 
change to the brokerage business, but the conciliatory spirit 
shown by the brokers has tended to dissipate al! fears on the 
subject. The Exchange is gradually getting into good work- 
ing order, and although the volume of business doing is com- 
paratively light, the stimulus of the new order of things is 
being felt. A great amount of business had been written at 
the old rates, in anticipation of an increase in rates, 
hence the present dullness; but in the course of a few 
weeks normal conditions will be restored, and the bene- 
fits of the Exchange will be more apparent. The knowledge 
that the rate war in New York is at an end is a sufficient guar- 
antee of better times to come for insurance companies. 
What with a ten months’ war of rates and the excessive fire 
losses that are of almost daily occurrence, the companies cer- 
tainly need all the encouragement they can get, for the out- 
look for the year is the reverse of promising. 





THE legislature of Pennsylvania has, for several years at 
least, had the reputation of being one of the most corrupt 
bodies of legislators ever brought together. The present 
legislature seems to be no exception to the rule, and the 
charges of bribery made against some of the members appear 
to be sustained by the testimony taken by the investigating 
committee. A shining target for the arrows of legislative 
strikers has been the insurance companies, and in past years 
we have had occasion to expose some of their iniquities in 
the columns of THE Specrator. There are several bills now 
under consideration by the legislature of that State that are 
calculated, if they become laws, to subject insurance com- 
panies to great annoyance and expense. One of these bills 
requires all companies to file semi-annual statements with the 
insurance department, showing their financial standing on 
the 30th of June of each year. The companies now make 
annual statements, showing not only their financial standing 
on the 31st of December, but their business transactions in 
detail during the preceding year. The Insurance Commis- 
sioner is also vested with extraordinary powers, under which 
he has the right to examine a company at any time, and if he 
has any reason to suspect any irregularity he an detail an 
examiner to ascertain the facts. This would seem to be all 
that is required in the interests of the public, whose only de- 
sire is to know that the companies selling them insurance are 
solvent and able to carry out their contracts. An immense 
amount of labor is necessary to the preparation of these re- 
ports, and the expense of preparing and verifying them is no 
small burden upon the companies, and to double this burden 
is an imposition and an outrage. The sole object in so do- 
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ing seems to be to permit the Insurance Commissioner to 
collect an additional fee of ten dollars for each report filed. 
The fee is a small matter compared to the cost of making up 
the reports, but it nevertheless amounts to a considerable 
sum in the aggregate for the Insurance Commissioner to 
pocket—in short, it will tend to make his office one of the 
most lucrative under the State government. If the people of 
the State fully comprehended that the burdens placed upon 
the insurance companies as the price of doing business are 
charged back to them in the form of increased premiums for 
insurance, they would unquestionably enter a vigorous pro- 
test against legislation that brings about such results. If 
they were to bring their influence to bear upon their repre- 
sentatives they might defeat the bill referred to and others of 
a similarly offensive nature. 





Tue burning of the Windsor Hotel last week, involving the 
loss of twenty lives and the injury of seventy or eighty per- 
sons, was one of those terrible calamities that come as a shock 
to the whole civilized world. How the flames, starting, as 
some allege, from a window curtain against which a lighted 
match had been thrown, could sweep through such an exten- 
sive edifice, in broad daylight, so swiftly as to imperil hun- 
dreds of lives, is a mystery, no satisfactory solution of which 
has yet been presented. It was an old, badly constructed 
building, and, as a St. Patrick’s Day procession was passing 
at the time, many of the occupants had opened their windows 
to get a view of it, thus creating drafts that carried the flames 
in all directions. But a few moments elapsed after the first 
alarm before the entire structure was filled with smoke and 
flames, and the occupants of the numerous rooms on the sev- 
eral floors were jumping from the windows or imploring help 
from the multitude that filled the adjacent streets. This was 
accorded as promptly as possible, and the heroism of our fire- 
men, policemen and numerous citizens contributed to the sav- 
ing of many lives, and furnishes a subject for unstinted ad- 
miration in the contemplation of such a mournful tragedy. 
From the moment the firemen arrived on the scene, it was 
evident that the hotel was doomed to destruction, but extra 
apparatus was summoned and every effort put forth for the 
saving of life first and the adjoining buildings next. Both 
these objects were successfully accomplished as far as possi- 
ble, but the list of fatalities is frightful to contemplate. Just 
how many lives were lost will not be known until the debris 
has been thoroughly searched, for in a hotel of such extent, 
where many transient guests are entertained, it is almost an 
impossibility to account for all, and many are yet included in 
the list of the missing. Will this frightful lesson regarding 
the perils of hotel life be heeded? We fear not, judging from 
past experiences. The burning of the Hotel Royal in New 
York a few years ago involved the loss of many lives, and the 
fact that there were many hotels in the city equally dangerous 
and equally lacking in fireproof qualities was widely com- 
mented upon, but the Windsor calamity follows from similar 
causes, and others are likely to happen at any mo- 
ment. It is maintained that the Windsor was con- 
structed in accordance with the building laws in ex- 
istence at the time of its erection, and that conse- 
quently, the authorities were unable to enforce compliance 
with more modern requirements. If this is true, then the leg- 
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islature should hasten to pass a law clothing the building de- 
partment with such power over old-time structures as will 
enable it to compel such changes as will afford reasonable 
protection to life. Whenever an attempt has been made at 
Albany to secure such legislation, hotel proprietors have 
made up a lobby of sufficient influence to defeat the proposed 
measures. The legislature is now ir session, and this latest 
calamity has so inflamed the public mind that landlords would 
not dare to oppose any proposition that is calculated to bring 
these old buildings of tinder-box construction into the cate- 
gory of fireproof or slow-burning structures. Not only hotels, 
but every building wherein there is liable to be a large gather- 
ing of persons at any time, should be brought under the re- 
quirements of the most efficient modern building laws. Now 
is the time to secure such legislation, when the harrowing de- 
tails of the latest hotel calamity are fresh in the minds of leg- 
islators and the public. 
* * * * * 

The heroic deeds performed at the Windsor Hotel fire by 
our gallant firemen, policemen, and several private citizens, 
are deserving of public recognition and permanent record. 
The firemen, with their accustomed intrepidity, saved many 
lives. Some of them rushed into the building, through flame 
and smoke, brought out several men and women who were 
dazed and confounded in the situation in which they found 
themselves; others climbed to the upper windows, by means 
of their scaling ladders, and brought in safety to the ground 
many women, and even men, who were frantically calling for 
help. Their work was glorious, and adds further testimony 
to the well-earned reputation of our firemen for undaunted 
intrepidity and gallantry. Those policemen who were present 
were not less daring than the firemen, several of them pene- 
trating to the interior of the burning building and piloting 
those whom they found through smoke and flames to places 
of safety. There were also instances of great personal bravery 
and daring on the part of private citizens, who vied with the 
firemen and policemen in saving lives that were in jeopardy. 
It was a veritable tournament of heroism, in which the par- 
ticipants held their own lives as naught when compared with 
the peril in which men and women whose lives depended 
upon the individual efforts of those who risked everything to 
save them, were placed. The names of these heroes should 
be obtained and preserved for the edification of all men, and 
the education of coming generations. 








SPECTATOR SURVEYS. 


IN AND ABOUT NEW YORK. 


Business for local counters has been rather dull. In fact, since the 
day that the new Exchange was formed there was noticed a sudden 
falling off in number of risks submitted. This is accounted for by 
brokers and others, close observers. of the Metropolitan field, from the 
fact that what little there was expiring in March and April and which 
had not been canceled, had been renewed before the adoption of the 
Exchange rates; ana also that from previous experience in such mat- 
ters, brokers preferred to go slow when companies inaugurate some 
new and radical departure. 


For these reasons, net premium receipts for local departments will 
probably not show material improvement until the May and June 
expirations are reached. 


The fire of the Windsor Hotel property, disastrous both as to 
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human lives and prcperty interests, has not ceased to be the subject 
of much earnest and thoughtful discussion. It is pretty generally 
considered to have been the worst that New York has ever experi- 
enced. As is often the case, when a particularly heavy loss occurs, at- 
tention is naturally directed to other risks of the same class. Not a 
few underwriters have thus, in this instance, been looking over their 
lines on other hotels of similar construction. Among these were the 
Grand Union, Broadway Central, St. Cloud, Bartholdi, Metropole, 
Buckingham, etc. 

The storage warehouses at Nos. 534-536 Washington street, occu- 
pied by H. P. Campbell & Co., having been leased by another firm, 
the former concern has taken possession of a new block of stores on 
Thirteenth avenue between Little Twelfth and Bloomfield streets. 
Campbell & Co. have issued notices to their customers to the above 
effect, requesting them to attend to the transfer of their respective 
insurances. This will be blocked by section 16a of the new rules. 


Section 20 of the Exchange rules provides that all premiums shall 
be paid “within thirty-five days after the close of the calendar month 
in which the insurance takes effect.” This is a most desirable rule, 
although in the cases of large accounts, where policy dates “string 
along,” it may be difficult to successfully carry it out. 


It is reported that some of the Rutgers stockholders have returned 
their dividend checks of the Globe and Rutgers Insurance Company, 
refusing to accept them. 

The statement of the underwriters at American Lloyds under date 
of January 1, 1899, is given as gross assets, $531,287; liabilities, $103,- 
805; surplus as to policyholders, $447,482. Organized in 1890. 


Within the past few days papers have been served on the Rutgers 
Fire Insurance Company, the Globe Insurance Company, the Globe 
and Rutgers Insurance Company and the directors thereof, in a suit 
brought by Gurden S. Fanning, stockholder of the Rutgers Insurance 
Company, to annul the merger of that company with the Globe In- 
surance Company. Among the points advanced in the complaint are 
these: That the Globe and Rutgers Fire Insurance Company is not a 
corporation, but is an association claiming to be one formed by a 
merger; that the instrument purporting to be an assent of the Rut- 
gers’ stockholders, purports also to be signed by several through 
E. C. Jameson and William O. Gibson, attorneys and agents, but was 
not signed either by such stockholders or by their authority; that the 
firm of Jameson & Frelinghuysen is largely indebted to the Globe 
Insurance Company for premiums which had been collected but not 
remitted to the said company; that the Globe had large liabilities 
compared with its assets; that its financial condition was and is much 
inferior to that of the Rutgers; that members and stockholders of 
both companies sold votes and issued proxies for money and value 
to vote at the meetings called for assenting to the merger; that the 
value of the Rutgers stock has been greatly depreciated since the 
merger; that a receiver be appointed for the Rutgers Fire Insurance 
Company. In addition to the above, George W. Quackenboss has 
instituted a suit against the Globe and Rutgers Fire Insurance Com- 
pany for the sum of $50,000 for damages on account of breach of con- 
tract. 

On Monday last Iccal departments were treated to a familiar sight— 
the appearance of the daily bulletin having a list of new ratings, ac- 
companied by the proper cards for cabinets. 


The bill introduced at Albany having for its object the retirement 
of Chief Bonner from the head of the New York Fire Department in 
June next, when he shall have reached the age of sixty years, is meet- 
ing with vigorous protests from fire underwriters. Chief Bonner is 
one of the most intelligent, experienced and successful officers that 
ever had charge of the uniformed force, and at the age of sixty is as 
well preserved, active and competent as most men at forty. The only 
reason for his proposed retirement lies in the fact that some one wants 
his place. The move is entirely political, and his place being wanted, 
the welfare of the city and the force itself is not considered by the 
political jobbers. Two former competent chiefs were forced out of 


the service while fully competent for duty, as is shown from the fact 
that although on the retired list, they. are still engaged in active 
business. It is to be hoped that this attempt to sacrifice a third will 
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be defeated. Chief Bonner has not his superior in the world as a fire 
fighter, and an experienced and successful officer. 

It was not to be expected that the operations of the New York 
Fire Insurance Exchange would be entirely free from friction, and 
some grievances have already arisen, most of which are in fair process 


of settlement. Long Island City agents are somewhat annoyed by 
the rule restricting a company to one agency in that territory. The 
city covers some ten miles along the river front between Hunter's 
Point and Astoria. Mr. Steinway, therefore, the agent at the lower 
end of the city, cannot keep in touch with insured at the upper end, 
and vice versa, which necessitates agents in each section of the city. 
Some feeling has therefore been created among the agents who are 
liable to lose their agencies by the new rule, and it is thought, in view 
of the extent of territory covered, that the Exchange should so amend 
its rules as to allow of two agencies, one for the Hunter’s Point 
territory and the other for Astoria. The suggestion is made that 
Webster avenue, which divides the city into about two equal parts, be 
made a dividing line and an agency allowed in each section. The 
leading insurance agents of Long Island City are Geo. E. Payne, 
Geo. Clay, Geo. H. Paynter and Geo. M. Ryan of the Hunter’s 
Point district, and John R. Thompson, F. C. Trowbridge, Edwin F. 
White and Henry C. Johnson, the latter composing the firm of Roe 
H. Smith & Co. of Astoria. 


Fire Association of Philadelphia, which ceased writing metropoli- 
tan business in July, has announced its intention to again write. The 
changed conditions brought about by the formation of the New 
York Exchange has caused President Irwin to resume business with 
a confident expectation of obtaining a fair profit. The local agency 
which was held by W. S. Banta is to be succeeded by a branch office 
under the management of J. R. McCay, in connection with the 
Phcenix of Hartford. The management was originally offered to 
W. S. Banta, but was refused. The company will remain in that 
agency until April 1, when the branch office will be opened. 

At a meeting of the New York Board of Fire Underwriters, held 
last week, the following new members were elected: Thomas J. 
Lasher, manager of the Hartford; R. C. Rathbone, president, and 
E. G. Pieper, assistant secretary of the Assurance Company of 
America. 


The injunction of Benedict & Benedict against Davis, Dorland & 
Co., restraining the latter from soliciting business of the plaintiffs, was 
dissolved Monday by Judge Miles Beach of the Supreme Court. The 
defendants set up a counter claim for $50,000 damages for inter- 
ference with their business, and also denied any improper competition 
in obtaining business. 


BOSTON AND VICINITY. 


It is extremely improbable that the Paint and Oil Club will be suc- 
cessful in its effort to secure lower insurance rates. It will be diffi- 
cult and probably impossible to induce the Boston Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters to open the discussion on the subject of lower rates which 
was disposed of two years ago. The statistics and experiences that 
the Paint and Oil Club is collecting, on which to base the claim for 
lower rates, are confined to Boston concerns that have insurable 
property, and will be entirely too limited in their scope to substantiate 
the claims for a reduction in rates. The basis will be altogether too 
narrow. 


Boston marine underwriters came in for a good share of the losses 
caused by the fire in the steamship Arcadia, in New York. Heavy 
consignments of dye-stuffs, chemicals, and many other articles, prac- 
tically destroyed, were insured in Boston offices. 


The Boston Board of Fire Underwriters has postponed, for two 
weeks, action in harmony with the New England Insurance Ex- 
change, regarding rate reductions and coinsurance. 

A case now before the Massachusetts Supreme Court, on which 
decision has been reserved, is that of the Boston Insurance 
Company (formerly the Boston Marine) vs. the Globe Fire 
Insurance Company andthe Insurance Company. of the State 
of New York. This case has been previously mentioned 
in THE Spectator. The actions are upon two policies of re- 
insurance, of $50,000, written by the defendants to the plaintiffs. The 
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cases are heard upon the plaintiff's appeal from the ruling of the 
Superior Court sustaining the defendants’ demurrer to its declara- 
tions. The reinsurance contracts were for covering hulls, freights, 
cargoes, profits and other insurable interests insured under marine 
policies in any part of the world, which the Boston Marine Insurance 
Company may have or shall take during the currency of the policy, 
which was for a term of one year, from October 19, 1898. The con- 
tention is as to whether the contracts are legal. The defendants claim 
that they are not legal for the reason that they attempt to indemnify 
the plaintiff against loss under policies that the plaintiff might make 
in the future, when it had no insurable interest under such future con- 
tracts of original insurance. The decision is awaited with much in- 
terest by local marine underwriters. 


The committee on cities of the legislature gave a hearing Wednes- 
day on the bill to extend the fire limits of Boston. Osborne Howes, 
secretary of the Boston Board of Fire Underwriters, was among those 
who appeared in support of the bill. Among other provisions of the 
act is one which allows only certain kinds of third-class buildings, 
namely, railroad freight sheds not more than one story high, dwell- 
ings and private stables when situated fifty feet, at least, from another 
building, and a substitute bill makes the distance twenty-five, instead 
of fifty feet. 

Insurance Commissioner Cutting has canceled the certificates of 
Chas. E. O’Neil, Hines & Emerson of Cambridge, and J. J. Donovan 
of Taunton, fire insurance agents, for violation of the acts of 1897, by 
neglecting to report their premium receipts to the tax commissioner. 

The House of Representatives is wasting time in passing to a third 
reading the valued policy bill; for it will never pass the Senate. The 
insurance committee was doubtless aware of this when it reported 
upon the bill. : 

Life and Casualty Notes. 

The Supreme Court, equity session, gave a hearing Thursday upon 
the demurrer of the receivers of the Bay State Beneficiary Associa- 
tion against the officers of the association. The court will decide the 
questions raised upon the demurrer, but intimated that the case would 
probably go to the full bench. The three suits brought are actions 
wherein the receivers, H. C. Bliss and H. S. Hyde, seek to hold cer- 
tain officers of the association personally liable for certain funds 
which, it is alleged, were misappropriated by the defendants while 
directors of the defunct concern. The defendants are as follows: First 
suit—R. W. Parks, J. R. Reid, J. W. Colton and C. W. Skiff. Second 
suit—F. E. Litchfield, E. S. Litchfield, G. A. Litchfield, C. N. Bacall, 
R. W. Parks, G. A. Curtis, M. A. Mick, S. T. Elliott, W. G. Corthell 
and S. P. Hibbard. Third suit—R. W. Parks, John R. Reed, L. M. 
Clark, C. M. Goodnow, E. L. Goodnow and T. J. Cooley. 


Vice-President Fiske of the Metropolitan Life has been in Boston 
consulting the insurance committee of the legislature regarding cer- 
tain proposed legislation relating to industrial insurance. 

The joint judiciary committee of the legislature gave a hearing, the 
past week, on several bills to amend the employers’ liability law in 
the interest of employees. Several insurance companies were present 
to oppose the bill. Numerous other opponents of the bill also ap- 
peared. The most prominent of these was Col. J. H. Benton, repre- 
senting the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad. He be- 
lieved that the administration of the law should be left with the 
judiciary.

NOTES FROM PHILADELPHIA. 


The month of February just past broke all records for the number 
of fire alarms in this city in any month since the organization of the 
department system, in 1871. There were 104 box alarms, 176 local 
alarms—in all 280 in the month, or an average of ten a day. Only 
one day was reported as having no alarms. 

After consulting with several experts, Director of Public Safety 
Riter has decided to award the contract for the one new fire engine 
to be purchased this year to a New York State firm. The price to be 
paid is $4700 and the capacity of the engine, which is to be of the 
piston type, is fixed by the specifications of the contract at 1100 gal- 
lons of water per minute. 


March winds have added a few additional “hot” fires to the credit 
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of this city, which will swell the already large list of fires for 1899, 
adding about $50,000 more for insurance companies to settle for. The 
Germania Dye Works, which burned on the 6th inst., contributes a 
loss of about $15,000, and the spring works of Chas. Scott, which 
burned on the 13th inst., about $35,000. 


A notable appointment during the week was that of the firm oi 
Muir & Haughton as United States managers of the General Accident 
Assurance Corporation, Ltd., of Perth, Scotland. This company has 
deposited $250,000 with the New York State Insurance Department 
for the protection of its policyholders in the United States. The 
Gerard Life Insurance and Annuity Company of this city have been 
appointed United States trustees. The company will conduct a per- 
sonal accident, burglary and vehicle liability business in this country. 
Managers Muir & Haughton will enter the company as quickly as 
possible in the various States and make an energetic effort for busi- 
ness. Both members of the firm are young men of marked ability and 
abundance of push. Philadelphia insurance men, and especially the 
younger contingent, are much gratified over this appointment; first, 
because of the selection of two such young men for so important a 
post, and, second, because of the choosing of this “Quaker City” as 
the United States home office. We wish Managers Muir & Haughton 
all success. 


Henry V. Register has been admitted to an interest in his father’s 
business, that of general agent of the Equitable Life Assurance So- 
ciety in this city. I. Layton Register completes a term of thirty years 
this month in the continuous service of the Equitable. 


S. D. Hawley & Son have been appointed second agents of the 
Thuringia of Germany, vice M. D. Young & Co., who receive the 
second agency of the Thuringia-American. 


The Bankers’ Life Insurance Company of New York has appointed 
J. H. MaclIlvaine manager for this city and vicinity. Mr. MaclIlvaine 
recently resigned the agency of the Western Mutual Life. 


THE SOUTHERN FIELD. 


When the last of Georgia’s roller-top mutuals, of mushroom 
growth, died ignominiously in the arms of a receiver, there was joy 
in the camp of legitimate fire insurance; but incomparably greater was 
their rejoicing when it was announced last week that Insurance Com- 
missioner Wright had withheld the licenses of the Globe Insurance 
Company and the Insurance Company of the State of New York. 
Lest this should look like unseemly glee over the misfortunes of a 
competitor, it might be wel! to explain that it arises not from any 
animosity to these particular companies, whose. business in this State 
has really been insignificant, but from the fact that it marks the exit 
of the last of many companies which have entered this State by the 
back door route of the Venable brokerage law. The open door 
policy, in this instance, was not a success, probably because it was 
too small to admit any save very small fry. 


The German-American has already made several changes in its 
Southern department, and it is rumored that there are more to fol- 
low. Special Agent C. H. Coffin, who has long represented that com- 
pany in the States of Louisiana, Texas and Arkansas, has been ele- 
vated to the executive office of assistant secretary, and T. L. Lauve, 
formerly special agent for the Queen in the same field, has been ap- 
pointed to succeed him. The next move, according to the gossips, 
will be the election of Col. P. Cowper as president of the North 
Carolina Home and the selection of Alexander Webb, a prominent 
local agent and president of the Local Agents Association of North 
Carelina, to take his place as special agent and adjuster for that 
field. All these changes have been most favorably commented upon 
by the managers and special agents here. 


A good story is going the rounds at the expense of one of the 


most popular Southern managers. It seems that the special agents 


had been gathered from all quarters of his field for the regular annual 
conference, whereat they were to compare notes, counsel together 
and drink inspiration for the coming year from the fountain head. As 
is his custom on such occasions, the manager had them all out to 
dinner, and among other guests, he invited the executive officer of 
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another company who chanced to be in town. Now it so happened 
that this official was, at this very time, casting about for a good man 
to appoint as special agent for a part of his field, and he was so well 
pleased with one of the young men he met at this dinner that he de- 
cided there was no use to look further. A few days thereafter negotia- 
tions were opened which resulted in a change of company, but not of 
field, for one of the best special agents that sat around that festal 
board. It is only fair to the official, however, to say that he treated 
the aforesaid manager with the utmost courtesy, not making any 
overtures until his full consent had been obtained. The whole 
incident has passed off with perfect good feeling, but the 
manager is said to have remarked to a friend that the next time he 
invites any outside officials to one of these dinners he intends to hang 
up a placard, “Special agents taken away from the table charged 
extra.” 

The latest development in the movement to make local fire insur- 
ance companies in Georgia pay tax on their capital as well as their 
premiums, comes in the shape of a decision from the attorney-general 
to the effect that the stockholders are liable for tax on their holdings. 
The holders of these shares have paid no tax thereon for the last 
twelve years under a statute which was supposed to exempt them. 
If this opinion is upheld by the courts it will mean that the share- 
holders of the Atlanta Home and the Georgia Home will have to 
put~up back taxes amounting to something like $150,000. 

Manager J. T. Dargan, who is on a visit to Cuba, along with Mana- 
ger Milton Dargan and others, is reported to be quite ill, so much so 
that his wife has gone to join him. His friends believe it is not dan- 
gerous, however, and that he will be all right in a few weeks.

The time of the requisition upon the Manhattan Fire stockholders has 
been extended fifteen days from March 16 by Superintendent of Insurance 
Louis F. Payn. 

The General Accident Assurance Corporation, Limited, of Perth, Scot- 
land, has made application to the Insurance Department for permission 
to carry on business in New York State. It is expected that the applica- 
tion will be passed upon within a week. 

At its executive session, the Assembly committee on insurance reported 
favorably the following bills: Senator Parsons’, permitting two or three 
fire insurance corporations to merge; Senator Parsons’, relative to the re- 
serve fund and limited payment policies of life insurance corporations on 
the stipulated premium plan; Senator Johnson’s, relative to life insurance 
corporations on the stipulated premium plan. 

Governor Roosevelt has signed the bill of Senator Parsons, to provide 
that no company shall be organized under the laws of New York State for 
the transaction of fire or marine insurance business with a smaller capital 
than $200,000, the amount to be paid in cash. 

The Senate has passed the bill of Senator Brackett, amending the in- 
surance law so as to provide that two per cent of the ten per cent tax 
paid to fire departments by agents of foreign fire insurance corporations 
shall be payable to the Volunteer Firemen’s Home, at Hudson. The bill 
has been progressed to third reading in the Assembly. 

The Senate has passed the bill of Senator Parsons, providing that no 
domestic mutual fire insurance corporation can transact business outside 
of the State unless it has a capital of at least $200,000. 

Senator Parsons’ bill, amending the insurance law in relation to fra- 
ternal beneficiary societies, orders or associations, has been reported 
favorably by the Senate insurance committee. 

The Senate has passed Senator Parsons’ bill, permitting two or three 
fire insurance corporations to merge. 

The hearing arranged to take place the past week before the Assembly 
committee on insurance on the Parsons’ mutual fire insurance bill did not 
take place. The bill was advanced to third reading in the Senate after 
some discussion. Senator Parsons, in response to inquiries, explained that 
the Manufacturers Association of New York had withdrawn all opposition 
to the measure since its amendment. It was expected that if the bill be- 
came a law, mutual fire companies would do business hereafter on a 
sounder basis, with the result that the interests of policyholders would be 
better safeguarded. LANCASTER.

NEBRASKA. 


[From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


The period for introducing bills in the Nebraska legislature has passed, 
and the insurance representatives are now busy summing up the situa- 
tion as far as their interests are personally concerned. The net result of 
the flood of measures touching life underwriters show two measures ad- 
vanced on the general file, which even the sanguine insurance agents 
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familiar with the situation admit will become laws. In all there were 
twenty-three bills introduced in both branches touching life insurance 
companies, running all the way from a bill to tax the premiums of all 
companies ten per cent annually, to a measure introduced by a country 
representative from the Northwestern cattle range of the State, forcing 
all companies insuring the lives of human beings in the State to also in- 
sure live stock upon a similar basis. But two of these measures survived 
the sifting committee. However, insurance men assert that those two will 
develop some rather serious complications, and may necessitate the with- 
drawal from the State of a number of mutual and old line companies. 
Governor Poynter is in favor of these two bills, and has announced that 
he will sign them as soon as they are presented to him. 

The first of these places a tax of two per cent on gross premiums. This 
is declared by the companies to be very objectionable, but not to the de- 
gree that the other bill is—that which places the Insurance Department of 
the State under the Governor’s direction, really making it a separate de- 
partment, and providing a most rigid set of rules for all insurance com- 
panies doing business in the State. Annually a complete list, names, 
residences and form of policy of each insured person must accompany the 
regular financial statement of the companies having agencies in the State, 
and a violation of the rules means the cancellation of the certificate of 
the offending company to continue in business in the State. The in- 
surance men object to these bills on general principles, but specifically, 
they assert that the publication of the names of insured persons would be 
contrary to public policy. First, they object on the grounds that rival 
companies would examine the lists of other companies and a species of 
competition would develop that would be highly detrimental to both in- 
sured and insurer and the general business interests of the State. Again, 
they object to annual examinations, especially when their annual state- 
ment will show the same securities from year to year. They think an ex- 
amination every two or three years would serve all purposes as far as 
protecting the policyholders. 

The fire insurance companies have escaped from the whirlpool of bills 
practically unscathed. One bill, that forcing a company to suspend busi- 
ness in the State pending a trial of a suit to collect on a loss in which it 
is alleged that company refuses to pay merely in order to force a com- 
promise, is likely to become law, and is regarded with some apprehension 
by the fire companies, but it is said a supreme effort will be made to kill 
the bill in the Senate, and if it does pass its legality will be attacked in 
the courts, and, at any rate, its effectiveness will not begin for a good 
many years. On the whole, the fire insurance people think they escaped 
easily, considering the kind of a legislature they had to deal with.

THE NORTHWEST.

Bend, Prendergast & Co., Northwestern general managers of the Mary- 
land Casualty Company, have opened an office at 905 New York Life Build- 
ing, Minneapolis. C. M. Bend will be in charge. F. W. Robinson has been 
appointed agent at Winona, Minn., for the company. 

A. B. Evarts, Minneapolis, has been appointed special agent for the 
Boston Fire. 

Charles G. Bates and Clarence G. Carr, in Minneapolis, have consoli- 
dated their offices and are now located in the New York Life Building. 

Mrs. Gallion, mother of Sheriff Gallion, of Bancroft, Ia., who was shot 
while arresting a bank robber two years ago, has won her suit for his life 
insurance. The court directed a verdict for the full amount with interest. 

It is estimated the underwriters’ expenses for the rescue of the steamer 
Arthur Orr, which went on the rocks on the north shore of Lake Superior, 
will be in the neighborhood of $75,000 to $80,000. The property value saved 
was about $350,000. 

Life underwriters of Minneapolis are all stirred up over a proposition to 
increase the taxation on life insurance policies. The Minneapolis asso- 
ciation has addressed a vigorous communication to the members of the 
legislature protesting against it. 

Lindsay Webb, formerly with the Northwestern Mutual Life of Milwau- 
kee, has accepted an important position with the Northwestern Life of 
Minneapolis. 

Walton & Williams and Seeley & Co. had their offices in the Boston 
block, Minneapolis, which had a $30,000 fire in the upper stories. They 
escaped with a nominal damage from water, however. 

I. O. Rice & Co., Minneapolis, have dissolved, and are succeeded by C. 
W. Cartwright & Co. and I. O. Rice & Co. Rice retains the New Hamp- 
shire and the Glens Falls, and Cartwright takes the New York Under- 
writers and Delaware, Farmers and Queen. 

C. W. Sexton & Co., Minneapolis, have the scle agency of the Pheenix of 
London. " 

Marine insurance rates at Duluth are to be advanced twenty per cent 
over those in force last season. The advance takes effect at once, and on 
all classes of risks. 

The damage suit of C. L. Wertz of Duluth against the Metropolitan Life 
for $25,000 damages for false imprisonment has been decided in -favor of 
the company. 

At the recent convention of the Lumbermens Association, held in Minne- 
apolis, the insurance feature was reported to be quite successful. Although 
the losses have been heavy, they have all been paid, and there has been 
saved to the members $125,000 in premiums. 

The Minnesota Board of Fire Underwriters rated 142 towns in 1898, made 
675 revisions and mapped fifty-nine towns. Over twenty additional com- 
panies are seeking business in the State at decreased rates. 

The chief of the St. Paul fire department reports 659 fires, an increase 
over the previous year of 173.. The total loss on buildings and contents 
was $159,958.17, which was less than the previous year. The buildings in- 
volved were valued at $1,762,230. The total insurance was $2,392,469. 

Minneapolis had eighty-five fire calls in December, with buildings in- 
volved valued at $490,100, and losses of $68,907. Insurance on buildings, 
$369,500; value of contents, $454,232; loss, $213,441; insurance, $424,755. 

Two wives are contending for the insurance of the late August Plym, in 
St. Paul. Plym had a wife in Sweden and married another in this coun- 
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try. He was convicted of bigamy and sentenced, but later was pardoned. 
Wife No. 2 accompanied him to Colorado, where he died. Now wife No. 
1 comes from Sweden, and wants that life insurance. 

Ex-Chief Stetson of Minneapolis reports for the fire department in 1898 
as follows: Losses, $521,268; 907 alarms and eight fires, with losses over 
$10,000. 

The third annual meeting of the Minnesota mutual fire insurance com- 
panies was held in St. Paul the 1st inst. Commissioner Dearth addressed 
the convention at some length, presenting a number of recommendations. 

Things have come to such a pass in board matters in St. Paul that the 
governing board of Chicago came up to view the situation. They were in 
St. Paul February 27 and 28, and looked into matters very carefully. As 
a result of their visit the St. Paul Fire and Marine, which had served 
notice of withdrawal from the board, to become effective March 1, has ex- 
tended the time to the 15th. The governing board has issued an ultimatum 
to the board in St. Paul and the outsiders too, for that matter, that things 


must be patched up well within thirty days oor all rates 
will be declared off and a rate war will be inaugurated 
which will beat the _ record. A local committee was ap- 


pointed, of which E. E. Hughson of Hughson & Hemenway was chair- 
man. This board went to work at once and proceeded to make a thorough 
canvass of the field, and visited all the strong non-board agencies to induce 
them to come into the fold. Their work generally was successful, and 
many of the non-boarders were willing to discontinue warfare if assured 
the others would. Several of the strongest outsiders have expressed a 
willingness to come into the board, and the committee is hopeful of being 
able to report entire success. The governing board returned to Chicago 
on the theory that everything has been fixed up and all will be serene 
henceforth. But the St. Paul field has a reputation of not yielding so 
easily, and it need not be surprised if there is some further trouble. The 
threat of a wide open rate war, with the possibility of its spreading to 
Minneapolis and beyond has had a quieting effect however. But there is 
still discontent over the local board being directed from Chicago, and a 
number of local dealers will have no regrets if the pending legislation, 
aimed at the Chicago board, is passed. On the matter of policy, the gov- 
erning board made no changes. The members of the board in St. Paul 
were C. B. Gilbert of the Lancashire, J. S. Belden of the London and 
Lancashire, J. S. Blackwelder of the Niagara, G. W. Hayes of the Western, 
from Chicago, and W. H. Wyman of the Atna of Omaha. 

The Connecticut Fire has changed its St. Paul agency from J. Q. Haas 
to the Strickland-Doolittle Company. 

ne Marsh & Co., Minneapolis, have an agency of the New Hamp- 
shire. 

C. J. Hedwall, Minneapolis, has an agency for the Union Assurance So- 
ciety of London. O. M. Laraway has an agency for the same company. 
une Citizens of St. Louis has placed an agency in Minneapolis with F. L. 

owry. 

The losses in 1898 from fire in Minnesota, for 148 companies out of 176, 
were $1,592,900. The premiums were $3,191,300. In Minneapolis the total 
loss was $395,000 and the premiums $875,800; St. Paul loss was $238,200 
and premiums $496,400; Duluth loss, $94,500 and premiums, $291,400. The 
remain¢er of the State had losses of $864,700, and premiums of $1,527,700. 

South Dakota carries its own insurance on public buildings. Since 
adopting this policy it has lest about $200,000 in fires. 

New Paynesville, Minn., has been rerated on account of the new water 
works system.

Paul Morgan, son of E. D. Morgan, district agent of the Home In- 
surance Company, with headquarters at Springfield, was drowned in 
Indian lake, Lewistown reservoir, Thursday morning while duck hunting. 
He and two companions were out in a boat, when the boat capsized and 
all three were thrown into the water. The other two men swam out, but 
_ young Morgan went down after a hard struggle. He was located at 
Mechanicsburg, and was a promising young insurance man. The father is 
almost heartbroken over the fate of his son. 

In compliance with the request of the Ohio and Michigan insurance de- 
partments, which recently made a joint examination of the company, the 
Michigan Mutual Life has reduced the value of its real estate $50,000. 
The departments considered that the company’s burden in this direction 
was too great. 

The New Amsterdam Casualty Company of New York has been admitted 
to do a personal accident and burglary insurance business in this State. 

Superintendent Matthews has raised the question as to whether the 
companies doing a steam boiler insurance business are not in fact doing 
an employers’ liability business, and, if so, why were they not amenable 
to the law requiring a $50,000 deposit with the State Department, the same 
as other liability companies? There is some difference in the manner of 
doing business among the companies, which may possibly let some of 
them stay in, but the Union Casualty and Surety Company, the Frank- 
fort-American and the United States Casualty have agreed to drop this 
feature rather than put up the deposit. The Fidelity and Casualty and 
the Hartford Steam Boiler have as yet not been heard from on the mat- 
ter. Both make regular and thorough inspections and conduct their 
business in a different manner from the others, so it has not been decided 
what will be done. 

Harley Lackey, assistant cashier of the Equitable Life’s office here, has 
been made cashier of the agency at Knoxville, Tenn. 

The Security Mutual Life Insurance Company has opened an office in 
the Wyandotte building, this city. Earl C. Peters is the manager for this 
district. 

Col. H. H. Prettyman of Governor Bushnell’s staff, has accepted a posi- 
tion as executive special agent of the Provident Savings Life Assurance 
Society of New York, with six States in the Central West and the South 
as his territory, as follows: Ohio, West Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee,

The Greenfield Life Association of Greenfield, Mass. 


[To THE EDITOR OF THE SPECTATOR. ] 


With reference to the item that has been going the rounds in the news- 
papers and insurance press regarding the consolidation of this company 
with the Springfield Mutual, or Fidelity Mutual, or the Westfield Com- 
pany, and reference having been made to the character of the business of 
this company, especially of certain business secured from the Bay State 
Beneficiary Association, I wish to state, first, in reference to the rumors 
in re consolidation, that we know nothing of the plans of the coe 
referred to, and are not interested in their movements. 

In re the business received from the Bay State Beneficiary Association 
it was taken as new business, with careful medical examination, and 
amounts to a total of about $150,000, with an average age of forty-one, 
with a sufficient premium rate, and from this class of business so re- 
ceived no losses whatever have accrued to this association. The rather 
heavy death rate the company met with in 1898 was due to war losses, 
and policyholders to whom permits were issued were charged a com- 
mensurate rate for the extra risk incurred. 

The average death rate of this company since its organization is shown 
in the figures given herewith: Business in force December 31, 1895, $576,- 
000; losses incurred, none; business in force December 31, 1896, $1,343,000; 
losses incurred (two claims, $4000, resisted), $5000; death rate per $1000, 
$3.75; business in force December 31, 1897, $2,130,000; losses incurred and 
paid, $10,736; death rate per $1000, $5; business in force December 31, 1898, 
$2,001,000; claims incurred, $23,750; death rate per $1000, $11.80. 

The association brought forward on its books December 31, 1898, claims 
unpaid amounting to $7000, $4000 of this amount being two resisted claims 
awaiting the decision of the Supreme Court; the balance, three claims of 
$1000 each, now due. Of the contested claims, one was decided against 
the association and has been paid, and the other was decided in favor 
of the association. The three claims were paid as they matured. The 
death rate of the association for 1899 so far has been very favorable, con- 
sisting of two claims of $1000 each. H. O. EDGERTON, Secretary.

CASUALTY INSURANCE. 


—The bonding of the Chicago post-office employees has been secured by 
the American Surety. 


—The law permitting companies to insure against loss by burglary and 
money while in transportation has passed the Missouri Senate. 


—The New Amsterdam Casualty Company of New York has been 
licensed to do a personal accident and burglary business in Ohio. 


—The liability insurance on the Chicago library building covering acci- 
dents to employees and visitors has been written by the Maryland 
Casualty. 


—W. D. Dickerman, a former photographer of Albany, has been made 
manager of the accident and health department of the Pacific Mutual Life 
for that city. 


—The inspection department of the Maryland Casualty has been thor- 
oughly reorganized and placed under the management of E. G. Arnot, a 
well-known civil and mechanical engineer of New York. 


—Robert N. Elder, Jr., one of the organizers and until a short time 
since, secretary of the Maryland Casualty, has severed his connection with 
that company, and will open a stock broker’s office with Charles Carroll 
of that city. 


—The Supreme Court of Minnesota has rendered an opinion to the 
effect that in public and government buildings no liability for accident 
exists, and the employers’ liability insurance on all these buildings at St. 
Paul has been therefore canceled. 


—A novel kind of casualty insurance is being written by one of the 
companies doing that class of business. For an annual premium of $15 
the company insures against plumbers’ bills and damage to the house or 
premises through the bursting of pipes, etc. 


—Receiver Wiswell of the defunct National Benefit and Casualty Com- 
pany of Milwaukee has applied to the courts for instructions as to whether 
suits can be brought against stockholders of the.company who had not 
paid in the full amount of stock held by them. 

—Owing to an error in reporting their figures, the premiums receipts 
of the La Crosse Mutual Aid and the Bankers Accident of Des Moines 
were understated in the extracts of the annual statements of casualty 
companies for 1898, printed in a recent number of THe SPEcTATOR. The 
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premiums received by the La Crosse Mutual Aid during 1898 amounted to 
$17,404, instead of $6956, and those of the Bankers Accident were $33,661, 
instead of $13,198. 

—Superintendent Matthews of Ohio has rendered a decision to the effect 
that steam boiler insurance comes under the head of liability insurance, 
and that the companies doing this class of business are required to de- 
posit $50,000 with the Insurance Department of the State. 

—The Standard Life and Accident of Detroit has added a sickness 
feature to its accident policies, and thereby gives its agents an oppor- 
tunity to broaden their field considerably. All are liable to accident as 
well as illness, and, as people in general fear the latter more than the 
former, the new style accident and sickness policies should find a ready 
sale. 

—Plans for the organization of a stock casualty company at Scranton, 
Pa., are well under way. It is proposed to organize with a paid-up capital 
of $200,000, of which more than one-half has already been subscribed by 
men of prominence in the banking and mercantile circles of Scranton and 
vicinity. The company will be in a position to start with a good line of 
business. W. C. Teter is the prime mover in the enterprise. 


—The sixteenth annual meeting of the Commercial Travelers Accident 
Association of America was held at its headquarters in Utica on the 13th 
inst. The report of the secretary showed receipts during the past year 
of $171,023, as against $162,384 in 1897, and disbursements of $150,625, 
which leaves a balance of $20,398 to be added to the assets, making that 
item,$128,040. The old officers and directors were unanimously re-elected. 

—Below we print some extracts from the home office statement of the 
Ocean Accident and Guarantee Corporation for the year ending January 
1, 1899. The premiums received during 1898 were $3,589,620, and receipts 
from other sources, $95,115, making the total income $3,684,735, against 
which there was paid for claims $1,773,785, and for other expenses, in- 
cluding commissions to agents, etc., $843,215. The assets at the beginning of 
1899 amounted to $3,911,235, of which $3,365,415 is invested in securities, 
while reserve to meet present and future liabilities aggregated at 
$3,338,430. 

—tThe fiftieth annual report of the Railway Passengers Assurance Com- 
pany of London, Eng., the oldest personal accident company in the world, 
shows that its gross premium income increased from $1,224,745 in 1897 
to $1,279,745 in 1898, which, added to receipts from other sources of $62,150, 
makes the total income during the past year $1,341,895. Claims amount- 
ing to $696,610 were paid out last year; a ratio to gross premiums col- 
lected of 54.4 per cent, as against 55.9 in 1897, and 59.3 in 1896. The com- 
pany has assets of $1,718,865, not including the capital stock of $1,000,000, 
and has paid since organization claims amounting to $20,161,785, and in 
dividends to the assured, $1,780,225. 





NEWS OF THE WEEK. 





New York Local Agents [leet. 

THE New York State Association of Local Fire Insurance Agents held its 
fifth annual meeting in Utica, March 16. Resolutions were passed against 
overhead writing and approving the action of the National Association 
and the New York Exchange, in regard to that practice. The association 
pledged itself to promote good practices and operate as far as possible 
to benefit companies and to oppose and discountenance unnecessary legis- 
lation. Circular letters will be mailed to all companies and agents in 
regard to the practice of insuring wholesale lumber yards through New 
York brokers, instead of through local agents. The letter to the com- 
panies requests them to use their influence against such practices, and 
advises the agents, when rates are said to be too high, also to advise the 
nearest rating bureau, in order that an equitable rate may be established. 
Officers were elected as follows: ,W. H. Mandeville, president, Olean; R. 
V. De Witt, first sieaeiibhine Albany; H. D. Goodale, second vice- 
president, Watertown; M. E. Wollf, third vice-president, Rochester; A. 
W. Harrington, Jr., secretary and treasurer, Troy. 





Committee Report on Northwestern Life of Chicago. 


THE joint committee of Chicago and New York policyholders of the 
Northwestern Life Assurance Company of Chicago made its report last 
week. A thorough examination was made, which resulted in a decided 
vindication for the present management and a heavy scoring of the old. 
The investigation further disclosed the fact that no consideration was 
paid to the old management for the transfer of the control. The assets 
are reported at $1,090,755, and the liabilities, $617,403, leaving a net sur- 
Plus of $527,798. A saving of over $52,000 annually in expenses will be 
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directly due to the change in management. The committee makes the 


following remarks and suggestions: : 

We find that the $42,064,900 insurance upon the new and advanced rates, 
termed stipulated-premium policies, is yielding an income sufficient to 
meet the obligations of these contracts held by the 16,240 members of the 
company, but we are sorry to be compelled to say that the $8,154,500 car- 
ried by the 2703 members of the company upon the old post-mortem 
assessment plan is not, upon the present basis of assessment, yielding 
enough to pay their proportion of the death claims of this class of mem- 
bers, and in our opinion the past trouble of this company has been ag- 
gravated by the unfortunate by-laws enacted, viz.: Article IV., section 4, 
and article V., section 2, in which appears the following: ‘Provided, that 
no member of either division shall be advanced from one grade to a higher 
grade more than twice.’’ Under these unfortunate provisions members 
above the age of fifty-six, and ranging from fifty-seven to eighty-four, are 
paying no more than the members of this class at the age of fifty-six. 
In our opinion, these by-laws are illegal. We, therefore, recommend to 
the present managers and trustees of this company, that they at once re- 
peal the limitation as to rate of assessment in their by-laws under article 
V., section 2, and advance the old members in the post-mortem division 
of the company to a rate adequate to provide for the death rate of this 
class of members. If this is done we believe the continued solvency of the 
company will be perpetuated. From the foregoing it will be seen that, so 
far as the assets and liabilities are concerned, the company is solvent; 
that we deem our policies in said company to be of too much value to 
allow them to lapse, and we therefore recommend policyholders to con- 
tinue their insurance. The mistakes of the late management, their cow- 
ardice, lack of ability, and the confession of weakness in abandonment of 
the company, have been grievous, and were of such a character as recon- 
ciles us fully to the hasty manner of their exit, and to the fact that a new 
set of men took their places. Your committee desire to call your attention 
to the fact that you were responsible by the neglect of your rights at the 
annual meetings for the perpetuation in office of the past management. 
The present management have before them a grand opportunity to re- 
cover the lost ground, and we ask your cordial support of them in their 
efforts in behalf of our comoany, but we entreat you to see that you are 
represented at future annual meetings by some one whose judgment will 
not be biased by a salaried office in the company. We deem it fair to the 
management to say that they have promised everything in the way of 
reform and economy that your committee suggested or asked. We be- 
lieve that these promises will be fully redeemed. If they are not the 
policyholders will have an opportunity to take the matter into their own 
hands at the next annual meeting of the company. 

We also recommend: 

1. The repeal of the by-laws above mentioned. 

2. The collections of assessments in advance, instead of after death. 

3. The transfer by the post-mortem members into the stipulated-pre- 
mium plan. 

4. The practice of the most rigid economy consistent with efficient work 


in the management of the company’s affairs. 





Insurance Brokers Meet. 

THE annual meeting of the Insurance Brokers Association was held 
March 15 at the Underwriters Club, and was addressed by W. N. Kremer, 
president of the German-American. In his speech, President Kremer out- 
lined the rules of the New York Exchange, and showed the advisability 
of brokers contributing to the interests of the Exchange, thereby strength- 
ening their own organization. President Satterlee and Seelye Benedict 
spoke in favor of broadening the brokers’ board. Cornelius Du Bois op- 
posed the proposition on the ground that it was wiser for brokers to ac- 
cept or reject the rules made by companies as their individual judgment 
might dictate. R. P. Lethbridge, F. F. Lockwood, S. A. Coykendall and 
E. C. Anderson were elected trustees. There were thirty members present 
out of the total membership of thirty-five. A delegation of brokers was 
appointed to attend the meeting of the arbitration and grievance corm- 
mittee of the New York Exchange regarding the payment of commissjon 
to brokers who have not signed. 





New Calculation Tables for Multiplication and Division.

Union Mutual Life in Line. 
UNDER date of March 15 the Union Mutual Life issued the following im- 
portant bulletin to its agents, thus putting itself in line with the most 
progressive companies of the country: 


Waiver of Restrictions in Policies All new premium-paying policies 
issued by this company after this date, except mortuary dividend policies, 
will be indorsed as follows, until new forms are prepared, for which no in- 
crease in rate will be charged: ‘‘This policy is declared incontestable 
from date of issue for any cause, except non-payment of premium, and all 
restrictions upon travel, residence and occupation are hereby waived.’’ 

Kindly bear in mind that applications from persons expecting to travel 
or reside in Alaska or the Tropics, or to engage in military or naval 
service, will still be considered undesirable, and that, in writing applica- 
tions, section 23, on page 13 of the Agents’ Manual, and sections 39 and 
40, on page 17, are to be strictly observed, as the company at all times 
reserves the right to decline to accept a risk if the occupation or resi- 
dence, present or prospective, is considered extra hazardous by the officers 
of the company. When in doubt, or if you have a case where it seems 
possible that an exception to the rules can be made, consult the com- 
pany before writing the application. If these instructions are not fol- 
lowed, the medical fee in such case, if the application is not accepted, will 
be charged to the manager. 

Modification of the Maine Non-Forfeiture Law.—On all policies which 
enter under the terms of the Maine non-forfeiture law after January 1, 
1899, for non-payment of premium, the provision, that, in case of death, 
certain premiums and interest may be deducted by the company from the 
amount of the loss, will be waived, and no d: duction of premium or in- 
terest made. 





A New Fire Insurance Law in New Hampshire. 
THE following law was recently passed by the legislature of New Hamp- 
shire, and has. been signed by the Governor: 


Section 1. Section 11 of chapter 167 of the public statutes be and is 
hereby repealed, and the following substituted: 

Section 11. Any person or persons who feel aggrieved by any rates 
charged by any fire insurance company doing business in the State, may 
complain to the Insurance Commissioner, who shall hear the parties, and 
if it appear to him that the rates charged are excessive, he shall fix a 
reasonable rate, and the rate so fixed shall be binding upon all such 
companies doing business in the State. If any such insurance company 
refuses to insure property at the rates fixed by the Insurance Commis- 
sioner it shall be fined $200 for each offense.

The Tanners Mutual commenced business in January, 1874, with risks 
amounting to $106,668, while at the close of 1898 it had $4,095,125 in force, 
had no debts, $29,445 cash assets on hand, and an assessment basis of 
$213,774, making total assets available of $243,219. The company was 
started to supply cheaper insurance to the trade, and has met with un- 
qualified success, due in a measure to betterments, and also to the fact that 
stock companies have been educated to the lesser hazard of tanneries. 
The company’s ability to pay annual dividends of ten per cent is abundant 
evidence of its success. 

For many years the company confined its operations to the State of 
Pennsylvania, but as its fame grew, the demand for its policies increased, 
until now it covers risks located in twenty-four States, the legal business 
being always done in Philadelphia. Compared with other mutuals con- 
fining their operations to one class of insurance, The Tanners is only sur- 
passed by the Boston Manufacturers Mutual, and if the tanning industry 
supported the company more extensively it would speedily pass that com- 
pany. A comparison of the assets of The Tanners Mutual with twelve 
leading mutuals shows that it surpasses them in every respect, either on 
the average or individually. Thus, its cash assets to each $100 at risk 
exceed the average by 104 per cent, and the highest, by twenty-five 
per cent; its total assets exceed the average by thirty-three per cent, and 
the highest, by ten per cent, and, as compared with the cash assets of 
six of the leading stock companies, per $100 at risk, The Tanners exceeds 
the average by thirty-five per cent, and the highest by six per cent.

Members of The Tanners Mutual incur no debt or liability under the 
assessment obligation until all the cash premiums and reserve funds are 
exhausted, which, owing to the care exercised in the selection of risks and 
their being spread over a wide area, would seem a very remote con- 
tingency. The annual dividend of ten per cent is a very liberal one, even 
when compared with those paid by factory mutuals, especially when it 
is considered that if tanneries were rated proportionately to property in- 
sured by factory mutuals the rate would be more than twice that now 
charged by The Tanners Mutual. 

Secretary Kurtz’s report touches on many other interesting topics 
which we must pass over for the present. The cash premiums collected 
last year amounted to $47,560, including $1791 from 1897. The losses paid 
were $40,269, making a total since organization of $299,854. As stated 
above, the company has assets of $243,219, and a surplus fund of $29,446, 
which has increased at this writing to $40,000. The directors embrace a 
number of wealthy tanners of Pennsylvania and other States, with David 
Porter Leas of Philadelphia at their head as president.

—Former Vice-President John C. Webster, manager of the Aitna Life in New 
York city, was presented last week with a handsome testimonial, bound in seal 
leather, by the board of directors of the Hartford Trust Company, of which he 
had been a member for the past seventeen years. 


—Judgment has been rendered against the Connecticut Life Insurance Com- 
pany, formerly the Connecticut Indemnity Association, in a suit brought by a 
Mrs. Catherine Reilly of Waterbury, to recover $1000, the amount of a policy 
held by James Reilly, her late husband. The total award was $1158. 

—The following were elected directors of the Insurance Clerks Mutual Benefit 
Association of New York, at the meeting last week: Bradford Darragh of the 
Atlantic Mutual Insurance Company, Thomas A. Ralston of the Northern 
Assurance, Herman Mosenthal of Mosenthal & Son, and C. E. W. Chambers, 
secretary of the Lloyds Plate Glass. 


—Francis K. Howell of Newark, N. J., for many years counsel of the Mutual 
Benefit Life Insurance Company and a member of its board of directors, died at 
his home in that city on the 16th, from pneumonia. Mr. Howell, besides being a 
prominent member of the bar, was also actively identified in politics, and had 
served two terms in the Assembly. 


—The year 1898 was the largest year in volume of business the Old Line Bank- 
ers Life of Lincoln, Neb., ever enjoyed, but 1899 seems to be still better. The 
company wrote nearly double the volume of business in January, and more than 
three times the amount in February, over the same months in 1898. The Bankers 
is a most prosperous Western company. 


—Life insurance managers appreciate the fact that many of the recent liberal

N. Harding was elected permanent chairman; O. T. Chamberlin, Elkhart, assist- 
ant chairman; H. B. Hunt, secretary, and Arman Patrick, corresponding sec- 
retary. 


—Adolph Meyer, general agent of the Equitable Life at Chicago, was found 
dead in a room in one of the hotels of that city recently, and suicide is suspected, 
although the only wound found upon his body, a gash in his wrist, was too 
small to have caused death. Mr. Meyer was at one time a millionaire, but hard 
times and the failure of two banks in Omaha, where he deposited, swept away 
his entire fortune.

England Mutual Life in Georgia. Mr. Grady is now bending his energies toward 
thoroughly organizing his agency force throughout the State, and has several 
good openings for wide-awake agents, whom he seeks through the agency wants 
column, on another page. 


—On another. page will be found a request from Herbert N. Fell, general 
agent of the Mutual Life Insurance Company at Wilmington, Del., for two 
good agents. As Mr. Fell writes about half the total business of Delaware, and 
will this year excel all his previous excellent records, this is an offer worth 
while investigating. It will be necessary for applicants to be prepared to com- 
mence work not later than May 1, or two weeks before strawberry season. 


—A meeting of the managers and agents of the Union Central Life was held in 
Chattanooga recently, over which President J. M. Pattison presided. Among 
those present beside Mr. Pattison were: ‘Treasurer J. R. Clark, Allan Waters, 
Western manager; j. Claude Martin, Southern superintendent; H. L. McFar- 
land, general agent at Chattanooga; C. D. Gerdon, general agent for lower East 
Tennessee, and others. Although a banquet was arranged for the evening, it 
had to be postponed on account of a telegram, which called President Pattison 
out of the city. 

—Business written so far in 1899 by the Northwestern Life Association of Min- 
neapolis is forty per cent ahead of corresponding period in 1898, in spite of the 
severe and long continued cold weather. Business in general was never so good 
before in the Northwest at this time of year, and business prospects were never 
better. Insurance interests in the Northwest wil! participate in the general pros- 
perity. The outlook in all classes and lines of business was never better than 
now, as evidenced by p ethora of funds in local banks and a lower interest rate 
for all classes of desirable loans. : 


—It is reported that the reorganization of the Security Trust and Life of 
Philadelphia has been effected through the efforts of George B. Luper, its former 
second vice-president. The sum of $900,000 has been added to the company’s 
assets, which is represented by the acquisition of an office building at Broadway 
and Twenty-sixth street, New York. It is believed that ex-Governor Pattison 
will remain as president and Robert P. Field, as actuary. Mr. Luper will prob- 
ably be the active manager of the company. The latest statement of the company 
shows assets of $1,245,301 and a surplus to policyholders of $686,169. 


A permanent injunction has been granted by Judge Morean of New York 
city, preventing the Bankers Life of New Yo:zk from setting aside a fund of 
$118,000 for the sole benefit of the members who joined the company when it 
was the Bank Clerks Mutual Benefit Association, and who are known as “Class 
A.” The action of the company in setting aside the fund was in response to an 
order of Superintendent Payn to the effect that a sum must be taken from its 
assets equal to the general assets at the time of reincorporation, to be used ex- 
clusively as stated above. 


—The Inter-State Life Assurance Company of Indianapolis recently elected as 
its president Charles A. Sudlow, who has been prominently connected with life 
insurance for many years past. Ihe company proposes to raise a guaranty fund 
of $100,000 for the protection of policyholders, and will comply with the recently 
enacted Indiana law as to life insurance companies, coming under the mutual 
section. All premium rates are based on the Actuaries’ Table of Mortality, with 
four per cent interest, and its policies are of the most approved form. Its state- 
ment as of December 31 last shows assets of $278,054, including $240,272 premium 
notes; liabilities, $29,375, and insurance in force, $1,929,500.
